Salary and fringe benefits requests for 
teachers in Lompoc Unified School 
District plus reduction of class sizes with 
a price tag of nearly $5 million are being 
sought through the Certificated Employe 
Council. 
The requests are set forth in a lengthy 
document which will be received formal­ 
ly by the school board at a meeting 
scheduled for 7 p m. tomorrow No ac­ 
tion is expected 
Included in the requests is a starting 
salary of $9,318 and a maximum salary 
of $18,037 
Staff estimates spell out the projected 
costs of the following requests 
$1 689 
million for cost of living adjustment; 
$1 135 million for classroom maximum 
reduction at the secondary level, 
$432,552 for reduction of the ratio of stu­ 
dents to teachers at the elementary 
level . $198,253 for physical education and 
music specialists; 
and in excess of 
$100,000 each for such items as personal 
leave request, 
teacher orientation; 
health insurance and prepaid prescrip­ 
tions; dental insurance, career incre­ 
ment adjustment; hourly position adjust­ 
ment 
The costs were computed, according to 
the district staff, by considering the im­ 
pact on fringe benefits, personnel fixed 
costs such as retirement and workmen's 
compensation 
facilities; supportive 
personnel, capital outlay, maintenance 
costs, and operational costs 
initial salary requests must by law be 
submitted to the school board at a public 
Year delay 
for school 


Opponents of recent school board ac­ 
tion in closing two schools in the fall 
have asked the trustees of Lompoc 
Unified School District to delay acting on 
the closures for a year 
In a communication from Save Our 
Schools, SOS, the opponents said. “ It is 
imperative that these items be acted 
upon at this meeting referring to the 
meeting which is scheduled for 3 p rn 
tomorrow in the Central Administration 
Building.

Nessen told - reporters he was not 
aware last week that Nixon s report had 
arrived at the White House because 
.nobody told him 


Nessen said Warren G Gulley, Ford's 
special military assistant, flew to San 
Clemente Calif . to pick up two copies of 
the report from Nixon, who had 
telephoned Gulley to say the report was 
ready 


U.S. begins final 
Thailand withdrawal 


BANGKOK. Thailand (U PI) - The 
United States has begun its final military 
withdrawal from Thailand less than 24 
hours after the government ordered an 
end to the U S presence Pro-American 
youths angry «t the government decision 
attacked leftist demonstrators with guns 
and a grenade 
Three persons were killed and several 
dozen wounded in the clashes Sunday 
Two C130 flights carrying 118 soldiers 
who manned an electronic monitoring 
station north of Bangkok left Thailand 
late Sunday night, U S military sources 
said 
AII operations at three electronic 
monitoring bases north of Bangkok and 
at U Tapao airbase ceased at one minute 
past midnight Sunday, the sources said 
They said the withdrawal of more than 
3.500 (J S servicemen from Thailand will 
be completed as quickly as possible, 
probably well before the July 20 deadline 
set by the government

The C FX asks for a district average 
class size of 23 at the elementary school 
level, and a maximum of 25 students in 
any class Also included is a request for a 
maximum of 27 students in any class 
from seventh through 12th grades 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President Ford today urged Congress to increase 
federal spending to $24.7 billion for scientific research and development in the 
energy, defense and space programs 
In a special message to Congress, F'ord said his request for the 1977 fiscal 
year budget represents an ll per cent hike over his 1976 estimates and includes 
$2 5 billion for basic research. 


“ I fully recognize that this country’s future — and that of all civilization as 
well — depends on nuturing and drawing on the creativity of men and women in 
our scientific and engineering community." he said 


Ford also urged congressional conferees to act promptly on Senate and 
House bills establishing the Office of Science and Technology, which he 
requested F'ord said his budget provides for $2 6 billion for energy research 
and development, a 35 per cent boost over 1976 


He said that expanded efforts are planned in 1977 to assure the safety and 
reliability of nuclear power and to continue the development of breeder reac­ 
tors “ which will make our uranium sources last for centuries 
The energy budget also includes funds for development of solar and geother­ 
mal energy and fusion power, he said Major increases also are provided in 


energy conservation and also for research in fossil fuels to improve direct 
combustion of coal and to produce oil and gas. 
In defense, Ford said “ a strengthened and vigorous program of research and 
development is absolutely fundamental to maintain peace in the years ahead. 
Our national survival depends on our continued technological edge " 
He said the quality of the military research and development program and 


decisions on its scope and magnitude “ will directly influence the balance of 
power in the 1980s and beyond.” 
Included in the research funds are increases for cruise missiles 
one of the 
issues in the current strategic arms limitation talks with the Soviet Union 
and for defining options for a new intercontinental ballistic missile system 
Also included is research for the space shuttle which F'ord said “ can add im 
measurably to our understanding of the universe around " 
Also in the strategic area of defense research, F'ord said the budget request 
provides for continued development of the Trident submarine and missile 
system and the Bl bomber. 
In addition, he said funds were included for a number of major programs 
ranging from the F'16 and F'18 fighter aircraft to a new attack helicopter, un­ 
proved air defense systems and a new tank.

to HOO people over a three-year period 
beginning mid 1979." the SAMSO official 
said Including th** family factor in these 
figures 
an estimated 2,000 additional 
|M*rsons can be expected to come to the 
Vandenberg area during this period, he 
added 
City Counc ilman Joe Valencia, who at­ 
tended the dinner as a representative of 
the city along with City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers, figur**d today that 600 
workers, earning an average of $20.0(H) 
per year. will impact the ec onomy of the 
area by between $10 and $12 million a 
year for th** three-year period 
“ Considering that we are closer to 
Vandenberg, Lompoc could reasonably 
lie expected to benefit from 60 per cent of 
this."

Juvenile crime 


The problems faced by those 
whose work it is to deal with 
juvenile delinquents has, over 
the years,

free almost immediately as a 
result of their minority age 
Juvenile crime and juvenile 
criminals have not been 
adequately addressed by the 
legislature in previous years 
m ainly

measures fail in getting 
through committee. This year 
has been no different for 
reform, although L A. Dist. 
Attorney John Van de Camp 
thinks he has a light to hold at 
the end of the tunnel. 
Speaking at a meeting of the 
California Juvenile Officers 
Association this week, Van de 
Camp extended an invitation 
to members of the Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee 
to come into the juvenile 
courtroom and learn first 


hand, 
as 
t e m p o r a r y 
prosecutors, exactly what the 
reality of youth crim e is 
about. 
“ I believe this sort of per­ 
sonal experience is most im­ 
portant if the Legislature is 
ever going to understand the 
problem. That can best be 
done by going into the 
courtroom as a coprosecutor 
and seeing what it looks like, 
feels like and smells like 
rather than simply regarding 
the problem from the ivory 
tower of Sacramento,” said 
Van de Camp. 
The 
c h a irm a n of the 
Criminal Justice Committee, 
Alan Sieroty, immediately ac­ 
cepted the invitation which 
perhaps portends participation 
by others of that group. Either 
way, we think the offer a good 
one and a logical approach to a 
problem which has plagued 
society for decades, 
only getting worse 
reform 
meaningful 
laws.

Political payoffs 


WASHINGTON — At least $8 million in 
illegal corporate payoffs have disap­ 
peared into the pockets of Washington 
politicians during the past decade 
While the spotlight has focused on cor­ 
porate bribery overseas, we have in­ 
vestigated payoffs to politicians here at 
home We have determined that political 
bigwigs collected the 
$8 million from four 
corporations alone. 
Ashland Oil. Gulf Oil. 
Northrop Aircraft and 
Phillips Petroleum 
'Hie dimensions of 
the scandal indicate it 
may develop into a 
corporate Watergate 
Our 
re p o rte rs , 
Terry Kepak and Marc 
Sm o lo n sk v. 
dug 
through Securities and 
Exchange Commis­ 
sion documents in an attempt to trace 
the money Thev contacted 45 congres­ 
smen who were identified in the docu­ 
ments as rec ipients of illegal payments 
(lur investigation even led to the White 
House itself President Ford allegedly 
received an illegal $1,000 contribution 
from Phillips when he was the House 
Republican leader 
A White House 
spokesman told us there was no way to 
verifv the payment now But he con­ 
ceded the money was never returned 
Whim Richard Nixon occupied the 
White House, his campaign aides were 
caught accepting an illegal $100 OOO con­ 
tribution from Ashland in 1972 
The 
money was returned with a big show of 
piety We have now discovered that the 
Nixon campaign accepted an earlier 
HOO OOO from the same oil company in 
I 
But this money, since it was never 
publicized wasn t given bark 
Of th** 45 members of f'engross who 
ire identified in SEC documents as 
reliving illegal money from corporate 
lobbyists, only six have returned the loot 
They are Sen Howard Baker. R Tenn 
Carl Curtis R -Neb Henry Jackson I),* 
V\ ish 
James McClure 
H Ida , J B 
Johnston D -La and Hep Wilbur Mills. 


I) -Ark 
Thev paid back a total of $45,600 in il­ 
legal gifts 
But Mills did not return 
another $50 0000 Ashland contribution, 
strictly illegal which was given to him 
to distribute to Democratic colleagues 
Sen James Eastland D Miss admit­ 
ted receiving a $5 000 payment from 
Ashland but said he had no intention of 
returning it House Democratic leader 
Tip O’Neill. D -Mass , acknowledged he 
got $200 from Phillips He also felt no 
obligation to return it. Both men ex­ 
plained that thev didn t realize the con­ 
tributions had come from corporate 
funds 
Most ol the 45 legislators 
whose 
names appear on the SEC lists of illegal 
recipients, refused to acknowledge that 
they got any illegal money from any cor 
^•ration 
Many have received letters 
from (iulf demanding restitution They 
won t give back money, they said, that 
they don t recall receiving 
One (iulf letter, for example, went to 
SM , 
Hubert 
Humphrey. 
D -Minn 
Through a spokesman, he denied receiv­ 
ing an illegal payment but acknowledged 
the gifts may have gone to his campaign 
committees Our information indicates 
that Humphrey collected $30,500. all told, 
from (iulf and Ashland 
Sen Mark Hatfield H -Ore . according 
to th** documents rec eived $11 OOO from 
Phillips and (iulf But a spokesman in­ 
sisted that Hatfield never got anv illegal 
payments 
Another $1000 illegal donation from 
Phillips allegedly' went to Sen Strom 
Thurmond 
H SC 
A spokesman said 
there s no record of the illegal payment 
hut acknowledged it might have come in 
from a corporate bagman The monev in 
any event won t be returned 
There are reports that Speaker Carl 
Albert collected $3 OOO from Phillips A 
>p*»kesman said the speaker vaguely 
remember** receiving contributions from 
Phillips but can t recall the exact 


amount The money won t be returned. 
Sen Birch Bavh. I) -Ind., according to 
the records, accepted $3,000 from 
Ashland An aide said the money won’t 
be paid back " It ’s between Ashland Oil 
and the man who made the con­ 
tribution." he said 
We found records at the SEC of illegal 
payments to members of Congress of 
$1 4 million from Gulf. $800,000 from 
Ashland and $500 OOO from Phillips We 
couldn’t find how another $4 million from 
Gulf and $1 5 million from Northrop 
were distributed 
Only four corporations accounted for 
these staggering political payoffs. The 
SEC is investigating many other com­ 
panies that were also slipping money to 
politicians But no one is investigating 
the politicians who accepted the pay­ 
ments 
LAST LAUGH: In 1972. we told how 
Thai government leaders were helping to 
hustle heroin to U S markets The Thais 
accused us of ‘‘slanderous accusations.’’ 
and the State Dept . more delicately, 
backed them up 
Now we have found out who was sl­ 
andering whom from some newly 
declassified State Dept cables They 
show our reports were so accurate that 
U S Ambassador to Thailand Leonard 
Unger thought thev had been leaked 
from his classified cables to the State 
I >ept 
I nger told the State Dept in a ‘‘con- 
fidential" cable that our stories "appear 
to he unmistakably attributable to ex­ 
ecutive branch documents or conversa­ 
tions with executive branch personnel 
p riw to this and other missions 
reporting on events and conversations in 
Thailand 
I realize 
he went on. "that this 
should rome as no surprise to me since 
apparently’ Jack Anderson has access to 
whatever he wants in Washington 
today **

Awhile back, the police of Washington, 
D C. and F B I agents pulled off one of the 
most clever manipulations to nab 108 
persons and issue warrants for 75 others 
involved in benefiting from countless 
muggings, break-ins. hijackings and auto 
thefts. 
In a five-month investigation the un­ 
dercover agents posed as out-of-town 
syndicate members. 
They 
ren ted 
a 
warehouse and they 
set up a phony fence 
operation to accept an 
estimated $2 4 million 
in goods including 
te le v is io n 
sets, 
kitchen appliances, 
automobiles, credit 
cards, government 
checks and equipment 
and 
even 
an 
electrocardiogram 
machine that was 
stolen piece by piece from a county 
hospital 
To celebrate their "enterprise.” the 
undercover-agents threw a big party and 
invited all their friends who had been 
selling the material to them And at the 
party it happened The whole gang was 
arrested 
Very clever, huh? 
Well, what has happened since? Of the 
108 arrested at the party, 70 had 
previously been arrested and charged 
with .similar crimes — some of them 
repeatedly — and 21 were out on parole 
following convictions One man had been 
arrested at least six times for burglary, 
forgery and other crimes, and in each in­ 
stance had been released without bail 
In keeping with this sorry pattern, 
federal magistrates immediately 
released several of those seized in the 
haul on their own recognizance 
Claiming that 600 persons indicted on 
felony charges in Washington are now 
fugitives, assistant U.S. 
attorney 
Charles Roistacher complained bitterly 
that ’most crimes are by people out on 
bail The majority of those arrested (at 
the party! were hard-core criminals 
People who commit crimes while out on 
parole or probation are making a 
mockery of the system They are thumb­ 
ing their noses at the court " 
If this is bad. consider the case of the 
• great grain ripoff." (’barged on 36 
counts of conspiring to steal some $17 
million worth of grain over a four-year 
period, two large export companies 
pleaded “ no contest" in U S District 
Court and were fined $10,000 each. 
This was not even a slap on the wrist 
It was more like a gentle stroking with a 
feather. Hie costs of the two-year in­ 
vestigation into the affair were no doubt 
far more than the puny $20,000 in fines 
When a felon is sent back into the 
street to resume plying his trade even 
before the arresting officer has com 
pleted his paperwork, or corporate 
crim inals are given small fines 
representing the merest fraction of the 
illegal profits, something is seriously 
wrong with our system of justice
